FERTILIZER PROGRAM 


Points consider: What, when, how much fertilizer 
apply different soils and for different vegetables

the analysis and quantity 
fertilizer needed produce 
maximum yield high quality crop 
vary with the vegetable and the vari- 
ety, method and time application, 
soil type and fertility, and seasonal 
temperature and rainfall. 

Top potential yields are seldom 
realized, and perhaps occur only 
through chance when high, properly 
balanced fertilization coincides with 
ideal weather pattern for the crop 
question. Fortunately most situ- 
ations, the fertilizer can much 
30% above below the opti- 
mum and still not result yield re- 
ductions more than 15% 
from the maximum. 

The quantity nutrients used 
vegetable crops averages consider- 
ably higher than that required 
field crops; and 80% the 
total requirement should available 
for absorption the plant during 
50- 75-day period most rapid 
development.

take water) and field capacity (as 
much the ground will hold). each 
irrigation enough water was supplied 
bring the moisture level field 
capacity.

May the vines stopped growing, run- 
ner tips turned yellow, and, many 
cases, the whole vine died less 
than week. 


Aphid Vector Possible 


Field workers noted that the pat- 
tern which the disease spread 
pointed insect-borne disease.

Cantaloupe 
fields planted before March had 
many dying vines, and the later 
plantings, only few.

Production Practices 


Several production practices have 
enabled growers Bradley and other 
southeastern counties market 
with high quality product time 
when national supplies are relatively 
low. High prices have consistently 
been realized this area, consider- 
ably higher than are paid for green 
wraps during this same season. 

The pink variety Gulf State Mar- 
ket comprises most the acreage. 
This variety has superior table qual- 
ity, and sets large number fruits 
per cluster, with fruits being 
common the first two clusters. The 
fruits, referred “pinks,” are 
harvested after the appearance 
color the blossom end and will 
range from the first blush color 
half pink. This practice has as- 
sured high quality fruit since the 
danger harvesting immature fruits, 
with greenwraps, eliminated. 
Fruits that are missed picking and 
attain more color are sold 
and nearby markets. 


Unique Plant Production 


Unique plant-production methods 
have enabled growers market their

The implication made that farming 
less important. There growing 
tendency discount farm group de- 
mands state legislatures. 

“Farmers are with 
widows, babies, and puppies,” said 
one frank legislator. 
loves them—but that doesn’t mean 
you must listen them.” 

Farmers themselves are blame 
for some this loss influence. 
Their public relations have been poor. 
They have frequently expressed their 
wishes and demands manner that 
appeared selfish. Many farm product 
promotion schemes have been slanted 
improperly. Individual groups 
farmers have 
because they lacked organized 
“voice” represent them. 

With few exceptions you can say 
that what good for the farmer 
good for the consumer. But farmers, 
vegetable growers, 
must express their legislative requests 
terms what will done for 
consumers—not farmers. They should 
seek grading restrictions, not pro- 
tect themselves, but keep poor 
quality out container regu- 
lations prevent the housewife from 
being defrauded marketing programs 
reduce food costs. 

Promotion schemes for various 
commodities should planned simi- 
larly. “Eat Tomatoes: The Food For 
Thought” has considerably more ap- 
peal than plea help the poor 
tomato grower. 

The Vegetable Growers Associa- 
tion America with its capable 
secretary, Joe Shelly, has the struc- 
ture for representing growers all over 
the nation, but receives embarrass- 
ingly little help from the industry. 
State vegetable growers organizations 
are often one- two-man shows with 
handful inspired leaders behind 
them. 

Growers must put work their 
public relations what they have long 


known the land—two horses work- 
ing together can pull load neither 
could move alone. 

Virus diseases must considered 
one the more important vegetable 
production problems. Mosaic and 
yellows diseases are raising havoc 
most major vegetables. 

Resistant varieties and systemic in- 
secticides offer the greatest promise 
for their control. But enough new 
varieties and safe chemicals are not 
available. Therefore, each grower 
must learn all can about viruses: 
their identification, transmission, and 
control. 

Virus disease symptoms are 
often remarkably similar the symp- 
toms 2,4-D injury, mineral de- 
ficiencies, and mineral toxicities. 

Different viruses cause differ- 
ent symptoms—ring spots, stunting, 
defoliation, malformations, and over- 
growths. 

Some viruses can present 
without symptoms. Mild mosaic 
potato causes mottling the foliage 
41° F., but symptoms 75° 

Viruses differ their means 
spreading. Insects, mechanical 
means, grafting, and soil play differ- 
ent roles, depending the specific 
disease. 

viruses are not found 
the mature seeds their host plants, 
although they may the flower 
parts immature seed. 

Practically all insect carriers 
the yellows group viruses are leaf- 
hoppers, while practically all vectors 
the mosaic group are aphids. 

There are different strains 

shall probably have more rather 
than less loss from virus disease 
the next few years. Control measures 
differ with crops and insect carriers. 
The following precautions may 
valuable 

Continuously try yellows 
mosaic resistant varieties. 

Destroy weeds within yards 
susceptible crops. Fall early 
spring applications non-volatile 
2,4-D will effective. 

Spray dust field borders 
with insecticides before planting. 

Consider pre-emergence spray- 
ing with dieldrin, heptaclor. Consult 
your county agricultural agent for 
specific recommendations.

OST greenhouse tomato growers 
tend optimistic about the 
future, spite alarming rises 
cost production and serious in- 
creased competition from vine ripened 
producers the South and West.

cated easy access markets, which 
should not decrease volume due 
steadily increasing population. 
Practically all 
house growers have goal produc- 
tion particular number baskets 
marketable tomatoes per acre.

With several sunny days during the 
short light months January and 
February, the fruit set and smooth- 
ness tomatoes picked March and 
April will show marked effect.

Ohio grower irrigates for high 
yields top-quality asparagus 


what was once prehistoric river 
bed Ashville, Ohio, John Dow- 
ler grows around acres aspar- 
agus. ideal site except for one 
fact: the soil, Fox silt loam under- 
lain with gravel, quite droughty 
dry seasons. overcome this John 
has installed irrigation system 
which proving profitable. 

Producing high quality and high 
yields asparagus requires attention 
three major details, John has 
found: controlling weeds, ap- 
plying ample fertilizer, and water- 
ing the summer and fall produce 
large brush growth dry seasons. 

begin with, however, the best 
variety must grown. The old 
stand-by with John has been Mary 
Washington, but has acres the 
new California 500. This strain 
Mary Washington promises 
higher yielding and shows some re- 
sistance rust. 


Weed Control 

Weed control begins with thor- 
ough disking the spring. soon 
this done, and before spears 
begin emerge April, John applies 
weed spray pounds CMU

Fertilizing Transplants 


With transplanted crops where 
soluble high phosphate fertilizer per 
gallons should used for toma- 
toes, peppers, strawberries, the 
same quantity high nitrogen fer- 
tilizer for cabbage cauliflower. The 
transplanter should set deliver 
about pint per plant. Experiments 
have indicated that pounds 
soluble fertilizer applied per acre 
the transplanting water will promote 
earlier tomatoes and frequently gives 
increases yield three more 
tons per acre. 

most soils part the nitrogen 
may best applied side dressing 
through irrigation the crop de- 
velops. cold, wet springs, addi- 
tional nitrogen will needed early 
compensate for lack bacterial 
activity the soil.

Most 
these crops are for processing. 

The county leads the state pro- 
duction snap beans, and second 
lima beans and broccoli. The snap 
beans are all the pole type Blue 
Lake variety, and most the crop 
frozen. Mechanical staking and 
stringing machines have materially 
reduced labor costs. The only lima 
bean variety grown Concentrated 
Fordhook used for freezing. 

Broccoli grown both for the 
fresh market and freezing. wide 
range varieties grown, and 
most them are planted fall. 
Early midseason varieties, such 
Early are grown for late 
fall and winter production, while 
Medium Late and Late are grown 
for late winter and early spring pro- 
duction. 


This county and San Benito 
County the south product 90% 
the nation’s garlic.

The San Benito County area 
located the San Juan Valley, 
which actually extension the 
Santa Clara Valley trough.

Three major seed companies 
maintain seed farms here, producing 
such seed crops broccoli, cauli- 
flower, cabbage, celery, carrot, and 
many minor crops. large acreage 
tomatoes also grown for seed. 


This section produces about 2000 
acres Kennebec potatoes every 
year contract the potato chip- 
pers because the high quality 
tubers. Smaller acreages canning 
tomatoes, spinach, and 
are also grown. 


Contra Costa County rounds out 
the “Bay” district, with small pro- 
ducing area east the coast moun- 
tains around Brentwood. The major 
crop this area tomatoes, grown 
mostly for “green wrap” shipment 
the fall. Some lettuce grown 
for the same market season. Canta- 
loupes and sweet corn are also 
grown but are marketed mostly 
the Bay area. 


Tulelake Basin 


This basin many ways par- 
adox. Situated the northeastern 
corner the state, lies great 
bowl about 4500 feet elevation 
encircled bluffs the surround- 
ing mountains. For centuries the soil 
has been formed alternating 
layers volcanic ash and aquatic 
weeds. 

The whole basin was formerly

canals were constructed and the rich 
soil made available for cultivation. 

Much this reclamation has been 
Reclamation, which allows the land 
homesteaded after each section 
completed. 

Due its high elevation and poor 
air drainage, the area subject 
frost any month the year. How- 
ever, because long summer days, 
plant recovery from frost rapid 
and good crop yields are obtained 
spite the weather. Rainfall 
light. 

The agricultural economy the 
basin formed arount three main 
crops: potatoes, malting barley, and 
favorable years (those 
without frost) potato yields are very 
high, with good growers obtaining 
400 sacks per acre. Even when frost 
occurs mid-July, yields often ex- 
ceed 250 sacks. 

Potato acreage 
around 11,000. Netted Gem (Russet 
Burbank) the predominant vari- 
ety grown for table stock, but size- 
able acreages other varieties are 
grown for seed stock. 

This area especially favorable 
for the production seed potatoes. 
Cool summer weather makes for 
good virus disease symptom expres- 
sion, seed fields may rogued 
for infected plants. The harvest sea- 
son late September and October 
provides about the right amount 
time break the rest period the 
tubers before planting January 
the southern potato growing re- 
gions the state. Many Kern 
County potato growers rent land 
Tulelake for their own seed stock. 

Aside from potatoes, few vegeta- 
ble crops are grown here. Many cool 
season crops, such peas, lettuce, 
and celery, well, but lack local 
markets and competition from other 
areas have prevented their produc- 
tion. Some horseradish grown, 
but profits are small. 

Problems the South Coast and 
the “Bay” district are similar and 
seems that they will eventually 
solved the same slow 
conversion into housing indus- 
trial developments. Land prices now 
exceed $5000 per acre many 
places, and land taxes commonly ex- 
ceed $75 per acre.
